Thu rumor that a somewhat lively tilt 
between Mr. Justice Walkem and Mr. T. 
Davio had occurred during the progress of 
tho case on Monday, was sufficient to fill 
tho courtroom yesterday morning with 
representatives of the bar and interoated 
spectators, all anxious lo listen to the do- 
velopments expected. On thu opening of 
the court, Mr. Daviu aroso and said that 
ho freely and liumbly apologized 
for t;ho oU'ensivo inannor and tonu of his 
language, adding that he hoped always to 
hatt le for his clients' cause, and maintain 
his oivii privileges, without resorting to 
language which might bo considered 
coarso or offensive. What had taken 
place the previous day liad boon jirovoked 
by tho uiiinorited perfloiial insinuations of 
Mr. Justice Walkem. Continuing, Mr. 
Davio produced the aflidavit which 
had been objected to and was proceeding 
to read it. 

The Chief Justice — It is quite un- 
necessary, after the hai\,^some withdrawal 
of what was offensive. 

Mfr. Davio p;\id that it was necessary to 
a proper undorstanding of the caao to 
show tliat the aliidavit in ipiestion was 
i|uito accurate. Ho could not proceixl 
until this was cleared uji. He then read 
liis albdavit sworn 4th of May,18S7, wliieii 
stated that counsel wont before Mr. 
Walkem on 22d March, 1887, to nrguei 
the case which was ailjouriied iudeliuitely 
on account of other business, the jmpers 
being loft with J ud^;o Walkem, that be, 
Mr. Davio, heard nothing more of the 
matter until Mth .Ajiril, when he found 
out, th;it the order had boon made behind 
his b.'\ek, aud the property sold. 

Mr. Diivio asked Mr. Justice Walkem, 
whureiii the afiidavit was wroHg. 

Judge Walkem said that an examina- 
tion of his notes and also those of Mr. 
.lay, the ofiposiiig counsel, showed that 
when the jiajiers wore left with him it 
was arranged that he was to give his du- 
cisiuii without argument. Had ho found, 
however, that he was wrong ho would as 
a judge and a gentleman have been 
bound to say so. 

The Chief Justice— No doubt the alii- 
davit is quite accurate, but a misunder- 
staiuling has occurred. 

Mr. .Justice Walkem was (|uito williiiLr 
now to believe that Mr. Davio had been 
wluilly misuiidorstood. It was His Lord- 
ship's desire to hu mi the most cordial 
leniia ivith every practitioner of thu 
court. As the matter was, he regretted any 
unpleasantness should havo occurcd, ami 
desired it to be understood that no per- 
sonal feeling existed betwooii liiiuHolf and 
Mr. Davie on account of what bad been 
said yesterday. To allow Hueh au impres- 
sion to prevail must not only injuru Mr. 
Davio in his practice before tho Court, 
but must also react upon himself by cre- 
ating the impression that he might not bo 
impartial in certain cases. He (Judge 
Walkom) bad iierliaps not been without 
fault himself in the matter, but whatever 
bad occurred, lie wished Mr. iJavie to 
undorstaud, was nut duo to any ill feeliii;.,' 
towards him, as he (Mr. Davie) a|)parent 
ly BUi)iio.sed. On tho contrary, ho had 
frec£ueiitly given Mr. Davie credit behind 
his back for the manner in which he Innl 
done his work. 

Mr. Davie romarkcd that ho had aetuil 
under a contrary npiiiioii for thu last two 
years and was glad that now his urnmenu.-i 
iniiiroHsion had been dispollod. He had 
no inoro to sny.

AN IMMEmATE WANT. 

To THE Editoh: — In every town of any 
importance, whether in coniiiKncc or in 
population, and whero civilizatioii ha.s 
made its inlluenco felt, tho vital qiies- 
tieii which suddenly attracts public at- 
tention is thu inelliciont drainage of tho 
town and how to remedy the evil. Thi.s 
is easily accounted for by the fact that 
young communities consider draiiiagu tis n 
secuiidary matter, but when thu town ha.s 
developed into a city it is found that a 
more coiii|ilete and perfect system is re- 
ipiired to eiiauro the health aud comfort 
of ila iidia!)it;uita. Now, this seems to In- 
the case with the city of Victoria, aud foi- 
this purpose there are few towns offering 
more natural facilities than it does. I 
liiive heard of tho objection that the city 
cannot midurtako such an impmtant work 
without borrowing luoiioy. Tliis is scarce- 
ly a valid ulijection fur delaying such iui- 
piovcinoiil, as a prosperous city can al- 
ways liiid the means for an object which 
is of the most vital importance to its 
future improvement. 1 presume tho plan 
of sewerage to bu linally adopted by the 
corporation will bo an oxhauative one, 
not founded on the pouny-wiae puund- 
foidiah iyst.>.ii 

A great portion of tho cost of the 
driiiiis will be levied by a special rat,o on 
each ]iropriotor acci, riling to "feet front- 
ago" on tho "mains," ao that much of the 
outlay will only bo roquirud until the 
completion of the nniin drainage. It 
such is the case, no plan will bo adeipiate 
unless it proviile for the .siibatantial luiiki- 
ing of "mains" carried out to sea, ens 
pulling every proprietor to connect tbere- 
with all [irivies and nuisarices of evciy do 
acriptioti, ronioving all cessiiools e.xistii-.g 
on his property, and that under tlie 
supervision and dirootiou of an official in 
spector. 

A ]ierfect artery of drains is the iiiori' 
rei|uired in the city on account of ita 
iiiiicd piipulatiou; Home of these peo|>le 
fancy that it is a waate of t ime and niiuiey 
to drain prii]iurty aud evidently do iiul 
believe that "cleanliness is next to Ciodli 
ness." 

It is the absence of drainage and of 
pure water which is thu sourcu of all 
epidemics, and notorioiialy is it so in 
cases of smallliox, fevers, and, last but 
nut least, of diphtheria. Pntil thu cur- 
[iiirat ioii sots to work in earnest and gi\'e.'. 
tins boon to the |mlilie, no one can bonsi 
tliat be is free from danger, as the gernm 
of disease may lie lurking at his vury 
tlireoheld roady to attack the unwary. 
Stagnation, under any circumstances, is 
fatal to our best interests, ad especially is 
it^ uo with this city which must make tho 
most of its advantages as a health-resort 
on this coast. t!. S.

ness has had to do with sliiniilating coin 
petition and deterioratin<4 tiio quality ot 
goods. When at last the jnoducora found 
that they wore ruining each other by this 
fierou competition, they began to combine. 
Trusts wore to bo the cure for over-pro- 
duction and excGBsivo cheapness. A 
history is ijiveu of tlie Hiandard Mil Triisi 
and its ruthloss and niipriiK'i|ilod iiiethodH 
of dealiiiL; with those lhatlsiood in its way 
arc noticed. But Mr. I les, I hoiiirh ho does 
not approve of tbi; means used by this 
self-madu monopoly appears to think that 
lliu end nchiovcd '.v.-'.:i not dotrnneni:!! to 
tho public good. 

"Fairly niaiia','od," he says, "a trust is 
tho last term in a [iroeess which began 
when a macliine dispossessed hand labor; 
which advanced wIjoii steam was applied 
to tho maoliino; wliich took aiioiher st ep 
when steani-uiaehiuery operated bj 
massed joint stock companies undersold 
private linns. Industrial progress lias 
steadily marched forward along the lines 
dictated by the economy of bigness over 
Biiialliiess, of high specialization of the 
adjustment (pf sii[)ply to an ascertained 
demand, the constant aubstiliit ion ol 
knowledge of inarkots for ignorance re- 
garding thoiii, iho unremitting oliinina- 
tion of cliaiico. To many tliouaauds of 
worthy men engaged in tho rivalry with 
now methods lh(.-y have meant defeat ami 
rnin. This is paihetie but iiievitablo, for, 
when moil i/iice lind out some better or 
cheaper way (jf ili,ing a tliiir^', ihoy nov el 
«o back tosomo eoHLlier or nune Lroublo- 
Bunie plans, i.o ,...>tio.. „.l„, nunuva 
If the .Stjindard Oil Trust, diagracefu'l 
fhougii its history nmy be, can prove thnt 
it gathers, transports, rotinos, and sells 
petroleum cheaper than coukl the com- 
petitors wlloHo jilaco it lias taken, what 
can be said against, it. It.i in.uiauors have 
bnilL up a riiion— couipi-elieniling 
ganization and are oiitillod to aliaru in the 
results which flow from the economies 
they havo perfected. " 

Thia last nb.scrvation looks very ninch 
as if Mr. lies belii;vi-s (hat it is lawful to 
do evil if gooil i-i to be tho result. Who 
is to say that if this great coiiiiiiercial iiii- 
ipiity hail Hot been suirered t.j grow iij) 
by ruiiiiim ilseoiiipetitors that the ije(,ro- 
loum trado would not have under free 
competition havo attained a higher degree 
of perfection than what it has now 
attained. We nro among those who be- 
lieve that it would. Other manufactures 
have grown and improved without having 
recourse to crime and corruption of all 
kinds, and wliy should not tho manufac- 
ture of putfohnini '! 

There am triisl.s, however, which Mr. 
lies iinsp.uiiigly l omleimis, and which he 
Would h;iv(^ resi r.iiiu'd by t Ik! ,d i-oiig arm 
of the law. Tlii'se be sligmatizes .as 
"conspiraeieH whoso aim is iiotliino but, 
tho ai'tilioial raising of prices and iiiip,>vi i 
ishment of tho public." The .Standard 
OU Triiati' at one period of its oxi.stonco 
would no doubt oomo under this catugory 
<iuite as justly as the sugar trust, tho raw 
linsood oil trust, and others which ho 
donouneow. If (hey wim-o allowed to 
override all (•ompetitois as the Standard 
Oil Tnisl, did, Ihoy niigliL beeoim' as rich 
and bring (heir respective industries (o as 
high a pi(<-h of jierleetioii. Kiit.Mr. llos 
draws (he line a( Mii;ar and raw linsi;ed 
oil. 'i'll(isi) triials (aku from (ho eimimii- 
ni(y immense sums \vi( limit triving them 
anything nmre or anything bettor than 



Lhoy bad boforo, in return. The sugar 
trust raised tho jirico of the commodity 
timy dealt in from one-half to three- 
quarters of a cent por pound., nnd the 
Linseed Oil Trust advances the price from 
thiri^-eight to fifty-six conts a gallon. By 
combination alone tlioso trusts woro able 
to levy a heavy tax on thu whole commu- 
nity. Is this to be [loriiiitted ? Mr. Ilea 
thinks not. Ho boliovea that tho law 
should intorfero for the protection of tho 
consumer. He soys: — ■ 

"Tho State already oxeroisos a degree 
of supervision ovor certain quasi-public 
businesses, banking, insurance and rail- 
roading. Its supervision may justly bo 
extended to tho "trusta," whilo at tho 
saino tiino tho levy of n just tax will make 
thu pcoplu sharers in tho advantages of 
trust organiaitions. Their all'airs pub- 
lished, tlioir iiianagora will havo a butter 
chance to cultivatu a auuse of public 
responsibility than at pruseiit. 
When, without status, thoir security 
threatened by attacks of all sorts, 
they seem intent on making tho most of 
an opportunity which they expect to bo 
brief." 

If trusts are to be taxed who is to pre- 
vent them taking tho tax out of tho pub- 
lic which buys what they havo to sell. 
They havo the regulation of prices and 
lhoy will take very good care to set tho 
price of auy commodity sufficiently high 
not only to covor all oxponaes, the trust 
tax included, but to give themselves a 
handsome protit besides. It seems to us 
ilial t^i.\ing trusts \vill aggravate the evil 
instead of lessening it. Thu editor of 111 
.l/o;ci'/i/i/ does not approve of Mr. Ilea's 
cure. He can nut aoo how tho Govern- 
ment is going to help tho consumers in tho 
least, and thinks that tho best thing that 
tho State can io is to let tho whole busi- 
ness alono. This may bo the proper course 
to pursue for generally when govornmonts 
interfere in eommercial m.atters they make 
I liad worse, but the people both of the 
riiited States and Canada are of opinion 
that combinations to regulate production 
and to keep up prices are conspiracies 
against tho public good and should be 
made unlawful.

We see that the farms in tho State of 
Nebraska are mortgagetl to tho extent of 
.*150,000,000. This is an onormous bur- 
den for the fiU'iuors of that State to 
carry, it is not likely that tho intorust 
w hioh thoso mortgages bear is loss than 
eight por cent. — moro probably it ia ton. 
Assuming that ib is eight per cent, 
tho amount of interest to be paid every 
year is 812,000,000. We hear in these 
days a vory groat deal about tho advan- 
tagos which our farmers would derive 
from a market of sixty millions. Tlioso 
Nebraska farniors havo that market open 
to tlioin. Tlioro is free trado from 
Maine to Texas, yet they cannot koup 
their farms clear of debt. What is trtio 
of Nebraska ia alao true of Kausaa, Iowa, 
Michigan, Dakota and other western 
states and territories. There must be a 
Haw somuwhoro in tho reasoning of those 
who try to persuade Canadian farmers 
that if tljoy once had free trade with the 
UnitodStatestheir fortunes would be made. 
Nebraska farmers who have been in the 
full enjoyment of interstate free trado are 
evidotitly not so well oH' as Canadian 
farmers who are doiiiod those advantages. 
^^llllnlercial I nionisls should set to work 
lo clear up this mystery before they ask 
Canadian farmers to give uj) the control 
of their own ailiiirs for tho sake of plaomg 
thoniBolvoa in tho samo position as tho 
heavily mortgaged Nebraska and Kansas 
farmers.

They l.hotiglit thoy know exactly what 
coi)per would be needed during the next 
three years or so, and they regulated the 
supply to whot they calculated tho de- 
inand would be. They raised tho price of 
copper in all tiiu markets of the world, 
and in.ule an iiumenso profit. But this 
was too g<jod to last. When |)eople found 
that cojiper had becomo so vory dear thuy 
used no more of it than they could help, 
;iiid tho conseijueiico »vas that the coii- 
.uiuiptioii of copper fell away, and the 
.iyiidic.ile h.id larger (plant itii.'S on lliuir 
hands which they could not soil. Meaii- 
wkii« tho diil'erent mines kept thoin to 
thoir bargain and contmued supplying 
them with the quantities contracted for. 
I'ho speculators are overloaded and can- 
not see how they aro going to get rid of 
the Hiiipliis except ttt tt ruinons loss. Ono 
of tho directors cominitled suicide the 
other day under circiiiiistancos which 
led to the belief that the an.iciety and 
wiU'ry causeil by the prcsunL ci'isis were too 
iiiucli for his strength of mind. It is seen 
from this that rings and trustii, no matter 
how rich they are, or how clever or well- 
informed those who direct their opera- 
tions may be, are not by any means above 
disaster. A few months ago not only the 
members of tho syndicate, but the whole 
of tho coiiniioicial world, woro of opinion 
that the l''reiich Co])per Ring hail a dead 
sure thing, but it turns out thnt they wero 
inistakon.

Ho outlined 
the ditUculties at present met with by tho 
settlors in tho transactioia of business ow 
ing to the present postal arrangements, 
ami recounted one jjarticular instance 
where -S-o Iiad to be paid in order to get 
a hotter to its destination. lie hoped that 
the cpicstion of iuiin'ovcd pustal communi- 
cation W(iuld Ik; fidly discii.s.-,c<l and acted 
ui>oij by the I louse. 

Mr. Unck <|uite agreed with the resolu- 
tion. Thei e could be no doubt that im- 
proved postal facilities wore greatly 
desired. 'I'he [aiople who wished more 
post (illices or improved accommodation 
should, however, petition tho Do- 
miinon government in the form pro- 
vided, and their wishes would no 
doubt bo met. 

Mr. Grant dwelt upon the important 
influence on commerce and settlement, 
borne by the openuig up of a bettor mail 
service. 

J\fr. Scndin, in reply to Mr. Duck, 
said that a jietitiou such as he had re- 
ferred to, had already been forwarded to 
Ottawa. 

Tho resolution was carried unani- 
mously.

— RaUroadi and OlvlUsatlon. 

Tho depredations Of horse-thjevos In 
SoutlioniiKansas was for a time something 
appalling, and kept the-" Whole country 
alarmed, writes \V. B. Holland in. thO De; 
troit Free Press. For the past thirty years 
tho Indiini Territory has been the rondoa- 
vous of many of tho worst citizens in the 
West. Fugitives from Kansas and Texas, 
ns well as from the Eastern Statoa, flocked 
in tliero, where lliey weri! suro t.i I'.iid pro 
teclioii ami congenial coiupauion •. V nunvs 
social standing in this lawless l o; ;iiuiiiity 
dopoutleiloiihisreiuliuoss with a '-gun," and 
the iiuinbcu- and atrocity of tho crimes lie 
had conuiiilled. Tlic word "gun" refers to 
a revolver, but these wore ol such an 
enonuuus sizo that the term "gun" seenioil 
to suit bettor. 

A resldeucoof a few days with thoso peo- 
ple would mako an agnostic argue the iioeos- 
sily of a hell and he could easily show tlie 
utility of such a place. Wliile the iuluih- 
itaiits were banded togellicr to resist the 
law, they had no contldeiice in each other 
and uo fear of any power, huiiiau or iliviuu. 
They would have been unablo to have told 
Sunday by the aid of an almauac and the 
ontiro absoncoof razors caused their faces 
lo have a heavier hirsute adornment than a 
boarded woman at a show. 

It was an easy matter for one or more of 
tliese outlaws to enter Kansas, steal a horsi! 
and bo back in the Territory before the hiss 
would be discovered. With such fuciliiics 
for liorso stealing at hand, it is no suiall 
wonder that the fanners in Houtheni Kan 
sas living close to the Stale lino wore able 
to keep any horses at all. 

Tho result of so much crime resulted in 
the forinalioii of "vigilance coninhllees," 
tho object of wliich was to cause a sus- 
pension of horsc-sloaling by suspending tlie 
thieros. Ttio iiicnitH'rs of these coimiiittees 
vvero called "\'igilaiu(>h,'' and the beauty 
of their method was found in t,he fad tlial 
Ihoy nover liad lo punisli a inuii for llio sec- 
ond offonao. 

Wlulo a groat deal of fault may be found 
Willi mob law in general, there is uo doubt 
but the vigilantes in Kansas had an olevat- 
hig effocl on the horse-thieves. 

When a horso was stolon, the neighbor- 
hood was notitlod and men starlcii out in 
squads of from throe to six. They all went 
mto the Territory, each squad selecting ils 
own route. A noticeable part of tlie oullil 
of each squad would bo a newhallcr mpc 
of a size suffloiont to hold three or four 
horses, and perhaps thirty foot long. Just 
why sudia rope wos necessary to hold ;i po 
ny that at other times was perfectly gcutl. 
did not appear, buttbe rope was taken along 
at any rate. 

In two or three days the squads of vigi- 
lantes would begin to return. Fbially ono 
squad come in leading the horso that had 
been stolen. It might also be noticed that 
while all the other men had brought back 
the massive halter-rope, the squad that 
brought tho horse brought no rope. 

"Wo found tho horse, but the thiof got 
awav," the successful men said, apologetic- 
ally. 

" Did 3-ou see tlu^ thief i" some ono would 
ask. 

"Yes, we saw him and the last wo 
iioliced of hiiu he was going Uirough tho 
brush, ' woulil be llio answer, sometimes 
varied sons to have the man "drown while 
crossing a river." 

The truth was apparently tohl, but to the 
farmer who had lieen a meniliei' of a similar 
srpiail tlio careless words leid of a tragedy 
and ho know that somewhere in the wihl 
country just south was a corpse liaugmg t.i 
u tree, a note ]iiiincd to tlie bmoiii ami llut- 
tenng in llic wind.
